But seeing that some of 
the ‘‘leaders’’ have entered into al- 
liance with ‘‘the forces that prey 
upon the farmers,’’ the more the 
farmers ‘‘rally’? about them the 
more they strengthen the preda- 
tory interests organizing to plun- 
der them, Obviously, if the farm- 
are are to ‘‘rally’’ on their own be- 
half they will have to do it under 
other leaders than those who have 
gone into political partnersbip | 
with the opposing interests, 


The Price of Coal, 


The Coal Dealers continue to 
warn us that the price may go up 
soon to six, or even seven, dollars 
a ton. 

At four and a half or five dol- 
lars per ton the coal bill amounts 
to one of the largest items in the 
family budget for the year. An 
advance of two dollars per ton, 
with other necessities costing as 
at present, would mean more than 
a corresponding increase in the 
difficulties of the ordinary family. 
Under normal conditions such an 
advance would impose a hardship 
upon people in very poor circum. | 
stances, but for the majority it 
would perhaps only involve a cur- 
tailment of luxuries. Under pre- 
sent conditions it would compel a} 
reduction in the actual necessities | 
of life to families in ordinarily 
good circumstances, In effect it | 
would mean that only the homes 
of the wealthy could be properly | 
heated next winter without the 
quality or quantity of the family 
food being cut down or an equival- | 
ent reduction of outlay upon other | 
things necessary to family health 
aud comfort. 

And the chances are that unless | 
Government intervention can help, 
the advance foreseen by the coal 
men will have to occur, That not 
through greed on the part of the} 
mine operators, whose profits are | 
under restriction. The mine oper- 
ators are not masters of the situa- 
tion under present conditions, | 
They are victims of circumstances | 
bevond their control. Their mines | 
are closed or working only part | 
time for want of orders, Some of 
their employees are being  con- 
scripted and others are scattering 
over the country and taking up 
new lines of work. When a mine 
lies idle or partially idle in sum- | 
mer, both mine and equipment | 
undergo depreciation rapidly, and 
a heavy expense is necessary — 
even under normal conditions—to 
get it ready for resuming produe- 
tion in the fall. Should the min- 
ing industry be allowed to con- 
tinue in its present semi-paralyzed 
condition during the summer dear 
coal will follow as a necessary re- 
sult.

When we swung into the barnyard! 
a fine big Studebaker fairly beamed! 
its greetings in defiance of a cold wind 
and skies camouflaged in war grey. 
Its polish glistened like a show win-| 
dow super-six and its sides reflected 
a sturdy chap in shirt sleeves wielding 
A sponge and chamois with consider- 


able energy. 

The man was Harrington—N. W. 
Harrington of Bashaw, to be exact. 
He lives on a farm of 1,700 acres south 
of the town, and he raises stock on 
home-grown grain. 

“So you are a newspaper man, eh?” 
said Harrington. ‘Well, I haven't any) 
story that I know of, but if you care 
to wait until I finish this car I'll show 
you the pigs.” “ 

Now, between ourselves, the pigs 
are what we went out to Harrington's 
to see, In Bashaw they casually re- 
marked that Harrington was going in 
for hogs and it might be worth while 
saying something about it in the paper, 
or phrases to this enthusiastic effect. 
Therefore, we waited until the car was 
thoroughly groomed and all traces of 
a snow-storm jaunt removed, said 
traces being obtained only the night 
previous. Mentally we had our hat 
off. System is never more admirable 
than when it gets out into the country 
and works on a farm, The car shone 
like one the dealer is wont to malici- 


ously sic onto your little old bank 
account. “It has been run two sea- 
sons,’ said Mr. Harrington; “you've 


got to give them attention if you want 
to keep the gloss on.” And what's 
more, Harrington didn’t buy the ma- 
chine on his wife's undertaking tu 
keep it clean. He's a bachelor. 

This automobile incident is men- 
tioned mainly to show that spasmodic 
methods have no place on the Harring- 
ton farm. There is a definite plan of 
operations and then the plan is check- 
ed up in day books and ledgers to see 
whether its earning its salt. 

Where Pigs Are Pigs 

Pigs have become pigs on this farm. 
One of the most business-like and 
comprehensive schemes for hog raising 
in the province is here being worked 
out on a large scale. Far be it from 
us to hint that an up-to-the-minute 
farmer can merely push a button and 
the hug will do the rest, but one of 
the nearest approaches to a machine 
production of pork will soon be in 
full operation on the Harrington place, 
Go through the country where you 
will and you find that the swine popu- 
lation is slowly but surely on the 
decrease, therefore, the efforts of Mr. 
Harrington to stabilize and advance 
the family life of high-class porkers !s 
as marked as it is commendable. Vox 
Populi, of Bashaw, was quite right; 


the scheme merits a few words of 
explanation in the paper. 
What Mr. Harrington is doing in 


other channels of production and whut 
phases of pioneer work he has passed 
through since coming west from a 
boot and shoe business at Port Arthur 
in 1901, will be dealt with presently. 
Just now he is showing us the pigs. 
Town Planning for Hogs 

A “street” running east and west is! 
the centre of the scheme, Fronting on} 
this tu the south are twenty pens, the 
first unit in a group of four that will 
eventually be constructed. Each pen 
has 20 feet frontage on the street, and 
extends 100 feet to the rear, the fence 
being neatly and substantially built 
of planks, cedar posts and 30-inch hog 
wire. 

Each pen has an attractive colony 
house of shingles and mill siding, with 
a door and glass window opening to; 
the south. These houses are lined up 
like an array of army tents a few feet 
back of the street line and each with 
its 7x7 floor space provides sunny, 
dry and warm quarters for a sow and 
her brood. When we visited the place 
Mr. Harrington already had 33 sows, 
and about 20 feeders in the 20-pen| 
unit and was rapidly adding to the} 
number, there being enough roon. 
then for about 400 animals, Event- 
ually pen room and colony houses can 
be provided for about 1,600 hogs.

They have small brain 
development and are easily excited, 
They should not be dogged or han- 
died roughly. Good dogs are an econ 
omy and not an injury when sheep be- 


come trained to work with them. 
Do not neglect to dock and cas- 
trate. This is serious neglect. Weth- 


ers fatten easier and are smoother and 
fleshier on the back than ram lambs. 
They may run with the ewe lambs if 


{they are held over. Buck lambs are
